The senate.took an entirely different 


view of the matter. Senator Hans- 
brough of North Dakota, the chairman 
of the committee oo public lands, saw 
at once that the importance of St. 
Michaels, Dyea and Skaguay would at 
once be diminished by this arrangement, 
besides which Vancourer, the terminus 
of the Canadian Pacific road, would be- 
come the headquarters of parties outfit- 
ting for the Klondyke. It was siso eri- 
deot that if the same road enjoyed the 
monopoly of steam transportation to the 
Klondyke, American miners would have 
to pay exorbitant rates. In self-defentk 
therefore, Senator Hansbrough pro 
posed, and the committee and the sen 
ate adopted, a clause which provide* 
that no Canadian goods should pass in 
bond between Fort Wranirell and the 
United States boundary unless Canada 
permitted the construction of competing 
lines of transportation. More than this, 
the bond privilege was not to be grantei 
unless the New England fishermen ship- 
ping their cargoes through Canada to 
this country were allowed to send the 
fish through in bond, and not be com 
pelled to pay duty to Canada, as has 
been the case. 


Immediately on the passage of this 


vigorous legislation the British govern, 
meat manifested the liveliest interest, 
Sir Julian Pauncefote made several hur- 
ried visits of protest to the state depart 
ment, and had personal interviews with 
Senator Hansbrough. The lower bouse 
of the Canadian parliament confirmed 
the grant of monopoly, but Sir Julian 
brought great influence to bear upon 
the Canadian senate- The correspond- 
ence with Toronto was exceedingly fre- 
quent and emphatic, the result bei 
that the senate defeated the scheme 
a vote of W to 11.
